Tho following account of tho 


‘incident {s forwarded us by a 


Canton correspondent: -~ 

“On tho evening of Sunday 
Inst; at about cight o’slock, somo 
Yunnanceo -soldiors encountered 
somo trouble over the com- 
‘manddorlpng of o Portugueso 
Isunch, which was lying ncar 
tho Wing On Maloo wharf. ‘The 
guards kopt on the launch by ‘tho 
Portuguese Consul rr:isted tho 
soldiors and a souflle onsuod. 
“Tho Yunnonoso bogan to fire 
from the Bund and the-guards, 
socing that they woro outnum- 
berod, drow off, making towards 
tho Shamoon. What tho ovontual 
upshot of tho affair -was isnot 
yot known, but o few ‘minutos 
after these exciting ‘ incidents 
two unarmed Indians of tho, 
Sikh olass woro elther passing 


causo of tho trouble, whan thoy 
woro econ by tho Yunnoancso 
troops, who immediately vonted 
thoir rago on tne poor follaws. 


"The city policemon, sooing 
that tho Indians wero in danger, 
foreod thom’ away from the 
soldiors and took them to No, 
6 Police Stations. This groatly 
enraged the Yunnanose treops, 
who: forcibly took tho Indians 
away from tho pelico and 
marched thom back to the Bund, 
whoro thoy shot both of them in 
cold blood, in the prosence of the 
affrighted Chinosa populace. 
They ‘thon throw tho riddled 
bodios of tho two Indians into 
tho rivor. : 

“Things bavo como to a protty 
pass when. British subjects are 
murdered by Chineso soldiors 
ahot like dogs and thrown into the 
rivor a few stops from tho Sincero 
Company’a building, on tho public 
road, barely half a mile from the 
Forcign Sattlomont. Even the 
Chinoso aro aghast at the way 
forcignors are thus treated. 

“Tho caso is boing takon'up by 
tho British Consul Genoral, who 
may be oxpected to, do his utmost 
to hold “the Chinese authorities 
responsible, and tho outcome o} 
the dastardly affair is anxiously 
awaitad by foroignors and Chineso 
alike.” j

For tuboa 
aro dolicuto instruments that 
need particular care, 

‘A hook-up may bo'so arranged 
that it will drain a tubo of its 
powor in a short timo, unnecos- 
sorily. Or, oven with the hook- 
up cconomical so far as tubo uso 
ta concerned, tho oporator may 
put too high o ourront on tho 
filamont for the coad of tho tubo. 

This is why the same typo of 
tubo may bring in distant stations 
through ono rocelver and bo 
barely usoful for DX through 
anothor, It’s the réceiver on 
the oporator to a groat oxtont. 

Ordinarily ovory tubo is fully 
tosted boforo it loaver tho factory, 
But for individual satisfaction the 
fon should havo oach tubo tostod 
again boforo ho buys it. 

This used to bo a complicated 
oporation, for just hooking in tho 
tubo ond eocing whothor it lights 
ia no test of o radio vacuum tubo. 

“Tha mvunsure of light on tho 
{{lamont is uscless bocnuso light is 
actually o waste in vacuttn tubes. 

Taorofore a spocial instrumont 
has boon dovised for testing 
vacuum tubes in ono oporation. 
It is callod a tubo-testor and givos 
instantroadings with rospcotto tho 
tubo's oscillation and sonsitivity. 

This tubo-testor should bo ap- 
plicd upon tho purchase of cach 
tubo, Othorwiso thore is littl 
prospovt of having a tubo replacod. 
Manufacturors do not roplace o 
tubo unloss thoro is an actual flaw 
in any of its manufactured parts. 

Aftor it has once boon used, ovon 
for an hour, thoy contond tho causo 
of » tubo's failure to operate well 
may bo just as much duo to mieuse 
ay to faulty-construction.

HODGE OF INDIA. 


— 


How the Peasant Lives 


Hodge, tho poosant-farmor of 
India, is o pationt, simplo man, 
poor, not handsomo, not vory in- 
dustrious, yot always at work ‘in 
a loisuroly sort of way. Ina 
world of change hia job has 
always been to plough, to sow’ 
and to roap; and his man- 
ners and customs have not allor- 
od much since Mogasthonos sont 
a raport of his doings to Grooco 
over 2,000 yours ago. 

Tho tools ho usos nro of tho 
most primitive kind. His plough 
i boam of wood shod 

a = point of - stool, 

does little moro than 
scratch tho earth; his drilla rudo 
contrivanco of throo bamboo 
tubos, connectod with a socdcup 
above anda throo-pronged grub- 
bor bolow; his throshing implo- 
mont o flail, Tho slow bullock 
is his only holpor, and in many 
districts the very oxlatonco of his 
crops doponds on water Inborious- 
ly drawn from wells. . ° 

Hodgo’s daily food is rico and 
fish, or an unloavonod cako mado 
of wheat, barloy or millot, aaton 
with vogotables or a mash of 
pulse. Ina land whoro the sim- 
ple life is not only conveniont but 


attractive, vory little clothing or. 


furnituro is needed, Ho and his 
wifo aro clothed in cheap cotton. 
—his children go happily naked 
—and his houschold goods con- 
sist of a fow dishos, rugs, stools 
and woodon bodstoads with string 
matlrosses, . 


MUD VILLAGES 

Tho village whoro Hodgo oats 
and sloops is a clustor of mud 
houses crowded togothor, and often 
surrounded by stout oarthon ram- 
parts for defonco whon a boun- 
dary dispute loads to'strife with 
noighbours. In tho midst of tho 
village thoro fs usually an opon 
space anda “tank"—an artificial 
rectangular pond—whore tho 
villagors batho ond wash their 
clothes ‘and domestic pots, and 
gossip in the shade of tho poopul 
troos. Hero, too, ia tho local 
tomplo, with its raddle-daubod 
image ond its attondant priost. 

‘The only amusomonts that re- 
Nove the round of daily toil arc 
woddings, funorals and lawauite, 


‘Hodga 'wilt choorfully boggar his 


family, and doliver himso)f into 
tho hands of the monoylondor, in 
order that his daughtor may havo 
a fine weddiag, And lo is happy 
in tho cortainty that whon at last 
ho is borno away, a flowor-deckod 
corpso, to tho burning-ghat, his 
eldest son will shoulder tho 
double burden of bis labours and 
his dobts.—Bernard Gill in Fx.
